FAIRFIELD MAN 


A 72-year-old widow who suffered 
severe burns over most of her head 
and body Monday morning when 
a chunk 
stove exploded 
as she 
poured kerosene ipto it died at 1:45 
o’clock Monday afternoon in the 
Frederick Memorial Hospital. 
Mrs. M artha Alexander, who re­ 
sided near Payne's Hill between Em­ 
mitsburg and Thurm ont, was rushed 
to the Frederick Hospital in the 
Ehimitsburg VFW ambulance several 
hours after the 5 a m. explosion. 
Mrs. Alexander, who resided with 
Steve, the younger of her six chil­ 
dren. had risen early Monday m orn­ 
ing to start a fire in a chunk stove 
in the two-story residence. When she 
used kerosene on the fire, it flared 
up and ignited her clothing The 
elderly woman ran out of doors and 
rolled on the ground to extinguish 
the flames. 
Then she called her son who was 
in bed on the second floor, telling 
him he'd “have to get his own 
breakfast'’ because she “had a pretty 
bad burn." Unable to get a physi­ 
cian, the son said he called for the 
Emmitsburg ambulance. 
The Alexander home did not catch 
fire and neighbors said that prob­ 
ably was because of the presence of 
mind on the part of Mrs Alexander 
in going out of doors with her blaz­ 
ing clothing.

SEOUL (ZP)—U. 8. Sabre jet« Mon­ 
day shot down three Russian-built 
MIGs, probably destroyed another 
and damaged seven while screen­ 
ing a massive air raid on a big 
Communist troop and supply build­ 
up area. 
The U. S. Fifth Air Force re­ 
ported tile Communist "Jet fighter 
losses after announcing earlier that 
200 Allied fighter - bomber* had 
turned the supply area southwest 
of Pyongyang into a boiling m ass 
of amoke and flame*. 
It was the second straight day 
of Jet dog fights in far Northwest 
Korea. 
The Sabres, outnumbered 45 to 
22, shot down two MIOs Sunday, 
probably destroyed a third and 
damaged four. They were shield­ 
ing Allied fighter-bombers which 
knocked out two generators at the 
big Suiho hydroelectric plant on 
the Yalu River boundary of Man­ 
churia. 
Monday's target for the big Allied 
air strike was Kyomipo, about 20 
miles southwest of the Korean 
capital of Pyongyang.

WASHINGTON MT*—A non-parti-

Sm ith’s proposal, which he said 
would m ean an average increase 
of about $240 for each of the nearly 
50.000 dairy farm ers in the milk- 
shed. included: 
1. Establishing a m inim um price 
of $5.12 per hundredw eight (about 
47 quarts) for m ilk sold for fluid 
consumption in the New York m a r­ 
ket in April, May or June. This. 
Smith said. would yield farm ers 
about four million dollars m ore a 
year. 
2. Raising the price of milk sold 
for fluid consum ption in non-fed- 
erally regulated m arkets to that 
of the New York m arket. Such a 
boost, he said, would bring farm ers 
about $3,400,000 m ore annually. 
3 Increasing the price of milk 
for use in m anufactured dairy prod­ 
ucts to the average level paid by 
IS Midwest condenseries.
